Big Deal in Alberta Lands 


—— 


One of the largest individual 
transactions in land ever recuided 
in ‘the west, involving probably

To accomcdate the 
large population which is going in- 
to this district, the C.P.R. is build- 
ing a branch line running eastward 
from Wetaskiwin.
